Mrs. Shipway moved and Mr. Sederholm seconded a motion to

Take No Action on Article 24.  SO VOTED: 5 Ayes.
Article 25 was discussed.  Mr Randol strongly urged the Board of Selectmen to support

this article at the Annual Town Meeting on behalf of the Vineyard Conservation Society.  Mr.
Sederholm moved and Mrs. Shipway seconded a motion to Take No Action.  SO VOTED: 4
Ayes & 1 Abstention.

Rental Guidelines
It was agreed to accept the Rental Guidelines as printed.  Mr. Parker said that the income

will be re-evaluated annually.

Implementation Guidelines
The two committees reviewed, discussed and revised these guidelines for an hour.  It was

agreed that this was a productive and positive session.  Mr. Parker thanked everyone for their
participation and said that he thought there would only need to be one more meeting on the
Implementation Guidelines.

Mr. Doty reminded the group that the draft ground lease had language that had been
approved by Fannie Mae.  This allows local banks to resell these mortgages if desired.  He urged
the group to keep the Fannie Mae approved ground lease language for town leases.
